DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This application is in condition for allowance except for the following formal 
matters: 

The drawings are objected to because Figures 1 and 3 are not consistent with 
4a as claimed in claims 1 , 23 and 25. In particular, both Figure 4a and claims 1 , 23 and 
25 illustrate/claim that the service element is "laterally bordered by a lateral edge" 
(claims 1, 23 and 25), which is apparent in Figure 4a which illustrates the circumference 
of the element 32/33 within the cutout. Yet, Figures 1 and 3 illustrates the entire 
circumference of the element 32 in a manner that suggests that it is fully exposed to the 
exterior, and is not laterally bordered as illustrated in Figure 4a and claimed in claims 1 , 
23, 25. While it is possible that Figures 1 and 3 present a cutaway view is some 
manner, the written specification does not suggest that such is the case. A proposed 
drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office action to 
avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings will not be held in 
abeyance. 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the tool (claim 1 1 ), 
rotary lock (claim 15), wedge (claim 16), snap-in element (claim 17) must be shown or 
the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the 
Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings 
will not be held in abeyance.

2. Prosecution on the merits is closed in accordance with the practice under Ex 
parte Quayle, 1935 CD. 11, 453 O.G. 213. 

3. As to claims 1 , 23 and 25, note was made of the combinations of (1 ) the last 4 
lines of claims 1 and 25 with remaining claim limitations, and (2) the last 3 lines of claim 
23 with remaining claim limitations. The cited art does not suggest application of the 
particularly described service element that laterally protrudes past a surface of said 
base body which faces away from said support body and is laterally bordered by a 
lateral edge, which said base body is fastened on said support body of a securing 
arrangement for transporting/mounting a measuring system.
